THE DOG TAX LAW. 


Ship Canals for City on 
Marsh. 


The city council last evening cinched 
•one new railroad, the Benton Harbor, 
>& Toledo air line* 
The Three I road, now entering St. 


• Joseph, made a proposition that it 
»would bridge the St. Joseph river and % 
come here if the city would give the* 
'right of way from the river to a point 
»on Michigan street near Oak. 


B. M. Nowlen has made all the ar­ 
rangements for the construction of a 
tShip canal from the St. Joseph river, 
one third of a mile across the marsh. 
In fact, last evening was a great day J 
Bentop Harbor.

A t the meeting of the city council! 
last bvening the building of the new 
railroad from Benton Harbor to Toledo 
m 
made certain, a proposition was 
received from the Three-I road to build 
into Benton B arber and B. M. Nowlen 
announced his intention to construct 
two ship canals in the near future. 


The Toledo road was first discussed. 
The road was represented by William 
Dallin, Dr. John Bell and J. J. Miller. 
Mr. Dallin explained that all his com­ 
pany wanted was the right of way from 
Main street across the marsh, on a line 
where Eleventh street should be, to 
the city limits, the distance being less 
than a mile. 


The council took a recess and came 
back with the proposition that if the 
company would purchase a 100 feet 
street and occupy 60 feet of it with 
their right of way that the city would 
pay 95,000 for the remaining 40 feet to 
be used for street purposes. 


Dr. Bell thought that this proposi 
tion was not quite fair as the company 
originally understood that they were 
to receive $10,000 from the city. An­ 
other recess was taken and after it Al 
derman Gdick stated that the council 
would agree to pay $0,000 for 40 feet of 
the street as soon as the road was in 
operation from 
lake 
to lake. 
Mr. 
Dallin accepted the proposition and an- 
’ oounced that work would begin be­ 
tween May 28 and June 1 oa the right 
of way near the city 
A contract has 
been klet for the ¡construction of 25 
miles of the road. 


The uext m atter on the program was 
a surprise. 
Alderman Gillette drew 
a paper from his pocket and asked the 
clerk to read it. 
It was a communica­ 
tion from the Three-I railroad, which 
recently got into St. Joseph by leasing 
the Three*S 
The company offered to 
build a bridge across the St. Joseph 
river and make Benton Harbor its 
term inal station in consideration of 
right of way from the river to Eleventh 
street. 
The proposition seemed to 
meet with hearty favor. A. U. Nowlen, 
Dr. John Bell and Alderman Downey, 
who own or control a large part of the 
pftperty needed or the right of way 
publicly declared that they would give 
a right of way across their property. 
Mr. Nowlen said that his marsh land 
was now worth 1,000 cents an acre but 
the building of a railroad would make 
it worth $1,000 per acre. 


Alderman Gillette stated that the 
Taree-I was nee:3ei by the Peters 
lumber company and that if the rrad 
could not ^e brought to Benton Hat 
bor that; the Peters plant would have 
to move to the Three-I—in other words 
to St. Joseph 
In case the Three 
should cross the river it is likely that 
the Peters company would have a yard 
on tbe south side of Main street ana the 
present ship canal. A committee was 
appointed to investigate the expense of 
the needed right of way and report to 
the council. 


B.M. Nowlan made an announcement 
of even greater importance to the city 
than the railroads will prove to be. He 
said that be had completed the ar­ 
rangements for the construction of a 
ship canal from the St. Joseph river 
about 80 rods above tbe 
highway 
bridge and to run east about one third

After this canal is built and more 
water front is needed Mr. Nowlen has 
the plans for a larger and longer canal 
a few hundred feet nearer Main street. 


Mr. Nowlen is receiving estimates 
on the costs of the canals and is very 
much enthused over the good they will 
do the city, ibe same as ail citizens 
will be when all the plans in store for 
the city are unfolded.

DARING ESCAPE 


It W ill Be Strictly Enforced in Benton 
Harbor. 


All citizens of Benton Harbor own­ 
ing dogs that they think anything of 
are notified by the city officials to pay 
their tax at once,, and ornament their 
pups with metal tags, as a warning to 
the dog killer to keep hi9 hands off. 
For tbe present tags may be procured 
from the city clerk. 


The law specifies that every person 
owning ;or harboring any male dog 
three months old or over shall pay an­ 
nually the sum of one dollar for every 
such'dog, and for every female dog the 
sum of three dollars. Said tax is due 
and payable on the first day of May in 
each year, or on any date thereafter 
when ai*y person may become the own" 
er of a dog 
Any dog found not wear­ 
ing a proper tag may be killed by the 
dog warden or by any person ap­ 
pointed to ' perform such 
service. 
Every person in possession of any dog 
or who shall suffer any dog to remain 
about his premises for fifteen days af­ 
ter the tax becomes due 
shall 
fce 
deemed the owner of such dog. 


The mayor will appoint a dog warden 
soon. 
Several applications are on file 
and are being considered. In the mean 
time the city clerk is authorized to 
collect dog taxes and issue tags. After 
a reasonable time is allowed for paying 
the tax, the police will be instructed 
to kill all dogs found without tags.

'Washington, May 22.—The state de­ 
partment has met the issue raised by 
the coming to Washington of the Boer 
delegation by declining to interfere in 
behalf of the South African republics 
in the present struggle. In view of this 
announced decision, all questions as to 
the character of the recognition to be 
extended to the delegates and the suf­ 
ficiency of their credentials dropped at 
once into the background. 
It was, 
after all, of little moment whether or 
not the Boers were received as diplo­ 
matic agents or ministers, so long as 
they were powerless to prbmote the 
prime object of their mission, namely, 
cause the United States government to 
intervene to bring about peace. 


Call on Secretary Hay. 


The meeting between the delegates 
and Secretary Hay >vas brought about 
in the simplest manner. Gen. O’Beirne 
had secured from the department last 
Saturday a promise to entertain any 
credentials that m ight be presented 
Monday. Monday morning a note came 
to the state departm ent from the dele­ 
gates asking that they be permitted 
to present themselves at the depart­ 
ment. A prompt acquiescence was re­ 
turned by Secrriary Hay, and the hour 
of 2:30 was fixrd for the meeting. At 
th at time the three delegates appeared. 
They were unaccompanied, and were 
shown at once into the diplomatic 
room. Secretary Hay, accompanied by 
Mr. Babcock, his private secretary and 
stenographer, entered the diplomatic 
room and cordiully greeted his visitors. 
Just what passed between them prob­ 
ably will never be exactly known, for 
when the meeting was over, after last­ 
ing an hour, the Boers, in departing, 
state^l to a number of anxious new’spa- 
per men that they had, and would have, 
nothing to say as to what happened. 
For his part, th<* secrftary of state, was 
more uncomnjuniciitive. 
but before 
making any statement, n af^»' his way to 
the white h^ useand « onsi lt 
the pres­ 
ident. Th( •' he gavr nut. t;irough his 
secretary, th e fn’!o\vln«>- statem ent: 
The Secretary*« Statem ent. 
“Messrs. A. Fischer, C. H. Wessels and 
A. D. W. Woolmarans, the delegates In 
this country of the South African repub­ 
lics, called by appointment at the state 
department. They were cordially received 
and remained with the secretary of state 
for more than an hour. They laid before 
the secretary at much length and with 
great energy and eloquence the merits of 
the controversy in South Africa and the 
desire of the Boer republics that the Unit­ 
ed States should intervene In the Interest 
of peace and use Its influence to that end 
with the British government. 


“The secretary of state made the follow­ 
ing reply: ‘The president. In his message 
to the congress last December, said: 


“ ‘This government has maintained an 
attitude of neutrality In the unfortunate 
contest between Great Britain and the Boer 
states of Africa. We have remained faith­ 
ful to the precept of avoiding entangling 
alliances as to affairs not of our direct con­ 
cern. 
Had circumstances suggested that 
the parties to the quarrel would have wel­ 
comed any kindly expression of the hope 
of the American people that war might 
be averted, good olflces would have been 
gladly tendered.’ 


“As the war went on, the president, 
while regretting the suffering and the sac­ 
rifices endured by both of the combatant.s, 
could do nothing but preserve a strict neu­ 
trality between them. This he has stead­ 
ily and consistently done, but there never 
has btn n a moment when he would have 
iieglect«-d :iny favorable occasion to use 
his good t)flices In the interests of peace. 
On tht' loth of last March we received 
from Mr. Hay, the I'nited States consul 
at Pretoria, this telegram: 


‘1 am oHlclally requestfd by the govern­ 
ments t)l tht' republics to ur^e your inter- 
vi-ntion with a view to cessation of hostili- 
tU-s. Sam** ri'quest made to ri'presentativt's* 
of lOuropi-an powers.’

“'Phe preshb nt at once directed me to 
convi'V tht* substance of this l«*lt‘gram to 
the iJritlsh iiovt'rnment, and In communi­ 
cating this request 1 was directed by him 
to exi)n\ss his earne.st hope that a way to 
bring about peace might be found, and tr 
say ihat he would be glad to aid In any 
friendly manner to promote so happy a re­ 
sult. 
'riie Transvaal government was at 
the same time Informed of the president’s 
action In the matter. 


NHliHlinr.v’ff llep ly, 


“Our representative in London promptly 
communicated the president's instruction 
to Lord Salisbury. In answer he was re­ 
quested to thank the president for the 
friendly Interest shown by him, and Lord 
Salisbury added that her m ajesty’s gov­ 
ernment could not accept the Intervention 
of any power. 
This communication also 
was Immediately transmitted to our consul 
a t Pretoria, to be communicated to the 
president of the South African republic. 
So far as we are Informed, the United 
States was the only government in the 
world of all those approached by the South 
African republics which tendered its good 
oitlces to either of the combatants in the 
Interest of a cessation of hostilities, 


“As allusion had been made to The Hague 
conference, and as action had been sug­ 
gested based upon that instrument, It may 
be well to quote a phrase iroro Article lll„ 
which states: 


•* 'Powers stranger to the dispute may 
have the right to offer good oflHces or me­ 
diation even during the course of hostili­ 
ties,' and Artlele V., which snyii: 
‘The

Indeed, It in hie die- 
cretlon he had chosen not to present to 
England the Soü^ African requett tor 
good offices, he might have justlfled hit 
action by referring to the following^ dec­ 
laration, which was made In the very act 
of signing The Hague convention by the 
plenipotentiaries of the United States: 


*' 'Nothing contained In this convehtlon 
shall be so construed as to require the 
United States of America to depart from 
Its traditional policy of not Intruding up> 
on, interfering with or entangling Itself 
with questions of policy or Internal admin­ 
istration of any foreign state; nor shall 
anything contained In the said convention 
be construed to imply a relinquishment by 
the United States of America of its tra­ 
ditional attitude toward purely American 
questions.’ 


Must R em ain llentral. 


"The president sympathises heartily in 
the sincere desire of all the people of the 
United States that the war which is now af­ 
flicting South Africa may, for the sake of 
both parties engaged, come to a speedy 
close; but, having done his full duty in 
preserving a strictly neutral position be­ 
tween them, and In seizing the flrst op­ 
portunity that presented Itself for tender­ 
ing his good offices in the interests of 
peace, he feels that, in the present circum­ 
stances, no course Is open to him except 
to persist In the policy of Impartial neu­ 
trality. 
To deviate from this would be 
contrary to all our traditions and all our 
national Interests, and would lead to con­ 
sequences which neither the president nor 
the people of the United States should re­ 
gard with favor.” 


To V isit the President.- 


The Boer representatives W’ill t)e re­ 
ceived by the president at *the 'white 
house at ten o’clock 
this 
niiorning. 
Their visit to the executive ‘inansion 
was arranged for them by Secretary 
Hay during their call at the sl^a^ de­ 
partment Monday afternoon.;V'Ììàé call, 
it is understood, will be entipéjy unof­ 
ficial in character, as the enY'oyja have 
not j'et presented to the officials [here 
the credentials with which^Wè'y are 
accredited. Nor do they stat^iP^sitive- 
ly just when these credentifils are to 
be laid before this governnf^iit. The 
envoys express their disincllAiitlon to 
discuss what will be 
their-', »future 
course, now that the United Stf^t^s gov­ 
ernment has made known o^eially its 
intention not to interfere in m e South 
African dispute. They persist in main­ 
taining that it is improper^,to state 
publicly what steps they are,to take in 
anticipation of acquainting tHe qfficials 
of the government with their inten­ 
tions. Encouraged by the manjr mani­ 
festations of popular approval of their 
cause by people throughout the United 
States, they appear to be laying much 
stress on this as a possible factor in se­ 
curing some assistance to their cause, 
even though the executive branch will 
not interfere. 


Great B ritain Satisfied. 


London, May 22.—The reply of the 
Washington government to the Boer 
peace envoys satisfies Great B|ritain 
and corresponds with the predictions 
made here.

Washington, May 22.—A pyrotech­ 
nic discussion of the status of 
the 
Boer comniissioners now in Washing­ 
ton was precipitated in the 
senate 
Monday by a resolution offered 
by 
Senator Allen (pop., Neb.) extending 
to the commissioners the privileges 
of the floor of the senate during their 
sojourn in the national capital. The 
resolution was defeated by a vote of 
36 to 21. but not until after a sharp 
controversy between its author and 
Senator Davis, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations. Senator 
Allen maintained that the resolution 
was in line with precedents, 
while 
Senator Davis contended that, in the 
peculiar circumstances, the senate 
ought not to take any action 
that 
might be considered a recognition of 
Boer diplomats until the 
president, 
who alone had the power to receive 
diplomatic representatives, had taken 
action. 


The post office appropriation 
bill 
was passed finally, the amendment to 
appropriate $225,000 to carry out ex­

killed and three men and .a girl were 
wounded Monday as a result of the 
strike. 
Martin Zika, 18 je ars of age, 
was struck in the left breast by a bullet 
fired from a street car and killed. 
Conductor Farley and Motorman Jo 
seph Drake were placed under arrest. 
The wounded are: Clarence E. Mullen, 
imotorman, shot in upper portion of left 
oirm; home in Jacksonville, IlL, wound 
»ot serious; Minnie Krueger, 16 years 
oi age, struck in left thigh by a glanc­ 
ing bullet, not serious. 
Two rioters, 
seen to fall during a fight at Thir 
teenth and Herbert streets between a 
mob of 250 men and the police, were 
carried away by friends and names 
not learned. 


Shot In Hia Dooryard. 


Zika was shot late in the afternoon 
whiJe standing in the door of his home, 
at 1200 Geyer avenue. A mob of several 
hundred men had surrounded a car ol 
the Tower Grove line, and were threat­ 
ening the conductor and 
motorman. 


A few stones had been thrown when a 
shot was fired from the car, the bullet 
striking Zika full in the breast. He 
died within a few minutes. Conductor 
Farley and Motorman Drake were ar­ 
rested by the police pending an investi­ 
gation. At the police station Farley 
admitted firing the shot which killed 
Zika. He fired, be said-, at a man who 
was preparing to throw, a stone at him, 
and the bullet struck Zika. 


Cam Attacked. 


The four people wounded were all 
injured near a fight which occurred at 
5:30 o’clock at 
the intersection 
of 
Thirteenth and Herbert streets. The 
riot was lively while it lasted, fully 100 
shots bein^ fired, and as the streets 
were crowded with people it is remark­ 
able that the number 'of injured was 
so small. Four cars of the Bellfontaine 
line were running clpse t^ogether, and 
when the first one tnrhed the corner 
it plunged into a crowd of over 200 men 
and women who g atl. red tHere. No 
stop was made, and the car was free 
pf the mob bef - re any damage could 
be done. The r ’ob was ready for the 
second car, however, and.it received a 
warm reception. 
Stones were rained 
upon it, and several shots fired at the 
conductor and motorman. 
The foui 
police officers on the ear at once re­ 
turned the fire, and the erew of the first 
car, hearing the shots, at 
once re­ 
versed, and'ran baek to reenforce theii 
comrades. Two other cars, each carry­ 
ing four officers, were close 
behind. 
Police Capt. Joyce V)elng on the third 
car. For nearly a minute a rapid fire 
went on from both side.^. and then, led 
by Capt. Joyce, the ])oHoe made a rush 
on the mob, wl ich l)rnke and scattered 
in all direct imi s.

The London Daily Mail’a St. Petera- 
burg correspondent has 
secured 
a 
hitherto unpublished account of the 
discoveries made by Prof. Amallzki, of 
the University of 
Warsaw, on 
the 
banks of the D>vina river in northern 
Uussla last year. 
The czar 
givea 
lO.OUO rubles every year to these ex­ 
plorations. Among other things Prof. 
\muli/.kl unearthed a fossilized plesio­ 
saurus 29 feet long in a complete state 
t)f preKervation. 


While digging a pit for the tempo- 
•ury proteetioa of the find numbers 
>f foKsilH of giant treeferns and coni- 
L»rs were found, as well as other fine 
)k‘siosauri lying one on top of an­ 
other In layers. One lay on Its back, 
which had a well preserved set of 
teeth. 
The backs of the plesiosauri 
were covered partly with plates of 
horn, partly with horny excrescences. 
Judging from the teeth of these am- 
phlbiuuK animals, whose species has 
not yet been established as beasts of 
prey, they show a certain amojint of 
relutiouKhip to the 
dinosaur!, 
but 
sundered from them b^' several dis­ 
tinguishing peculiarities. 


Prof. Amuli/ki had many strange 
experiences while 
exploring. 
The 
peasants at iirst took him for a gold 
digger, because he had Cossacks sta­ 
tioned all night about the excava« 
tions, 
I.ater they thought him the 
living anti-Christ, 
and 
refused 
to 
supply liim or his men w’ith food and 
shelter. 
A Russian priest convinced 
them of the folly of this Idea. 


Not long afterward the peasants 
insisted that Prof. AnuUizki was the 
cause of an outbreak of the rinder­ 
pest in surrounding villages and wore 
bent on stoning him to death.

Washington, May 22.—The

States supreme court Monday decided 
the Kentucky governorship case in fa­ 
vor of 
Gov. 
Beckham, 
dismissing 
the writ of error from the Kentucky 
court of appeals. The opinion 
was 
handed down by Chief Justice Fuller, 
and a vigorous dissenting opinion was 
delivered by Justice Harlan. Justices 
Brewer, Brown and McKenna also dis­ 
sented from 'portions of the opinion. 
L ack « J n r la d lc tto n . 


The opinion was handed down by 
Chief Justice Fuller and the case was 
dismissed for want of jurisdiction. He 
said the court should be the last to 
overstep the bounds limiting its own 
jurisdiction and that the determina­ 
tion of cases of this character, con­ 
tests for state office, must necessarily 
be settled by the political branch of 
the government. 
That 
branch 
had 
acted in the. Kentucky case when the 
general assembly took jurisdiction. 
P u r e ly n S ta te Caae. 


There was no appeal from the as­ 
sembly’s decision, which was fayor- 
able to Goebel and Beckham, except 
to the tribunal of the people, which 
tribunal, the chief justice said, was al­ 
ways in session. He also said the case 
was purely a state case—that 
Ken­ 
tucky was in full possession of its fac­ 
ulties as a member of the union, and 
that there was no emergency at this 
time calling for interference.

After reviewing the facts In the case 
Chief Justice Fuller said: 


“It is obviously essential to the Inde­ 
pendence of the states and to their peace 
and tranquillity that their power to, pre­ 
scribe the quallflcatlona of their "T^wn offi­ 
cers, the tenure of their offices, the manner 
of their election and the grounds on which 
the tribunals before which and the mode 
in which such elections may be contested 
should be exclusive and free^rom external 
interference except so far as plainly pro­ 
vided by the constitution of the United 
States, and where controversies over the 
election of state officers have reached the 
.state courts in the manner provided and 
have been determined in accordance with 
state constitutions and laws the cases 
must be rare in which the interference of 
this court can be properly invoked.” 
S e r e r n l D la s e n tln v O p in lon a. 
After the chief justice 
had 
con­ 
cluded, Justices 
McKenna, 
Brewer 
and Harlan read opinions dissenting 
from the opinion of the court, Justice 
Harlan entirely, and the others on 
certain points. 


Unusual interest was manifested in 
the dissenting opinion by Justice Har­ 
lan, because he comes from the state In­ 
terested, and, more particularly', he ap­ 
parently did not hesitate to go into the 
merits of the ca.se, and to allow It to be­ 
come evident that tn his opinion Tay­ 
lor had been fairly elected, and that 
the legislature had .so far gone outside 
of right and justice as to justify radical 
action by the supreme court of the 
United States.

He left Louisville shortly after the 
decision was announced, knowing that 
his arrest was certain to follow as soon 
as Judge Cantrill could convene court 
and order the issuance of a bench war­ 
rant. Mr, Taylor eros.sed the river to 
Jeffersonville, eluding the detectives 
who dogged his steps. There he took 
the fast train for Indianapolis, leaving 
Louisville at four p. m.

Mr. Taylor will Vie safe from arrest 
in Indiana so long as (Jov, Mount per­ 
sists In refusing to recognize 
Oov.

and to tire down, at an angle of sixty 
liegrees, ui)on a man of his height, his 
assailant would have to be a colossus 
or el.Nc to stanil upon a chair or in some 
equally elevated position, unless the 
victim happened to be seated when the 
shot was tired.” 


“Happened to be seated!” exelainwd 
Thurston, asttjunded, "why, of coursi 
he was seated, since he was in the 
cab.”

(Just Present«d with the Laetare Medal 
by the Notre Dame University.) 


any railroad. The Creighton brothers 
were employed in the construction of 
the Union Pacific railroad and other 
large enterprises. 


Edward Creighton had one Ideal in 
life and that was to found a free insti­ 
tution of learning to be conducted un­ 
der Catholic auspices, but he died in­ 
testate, and the plans he had outlined 
were left unprovided for. His wife, 
Mrs. Mary Lucretia Creighton, inher­ 
ited his entire fortune. She knew of 
her husband's plans, and determined 
to put them Into execution. In her 
will she bequeathed $150,000 to the 
founding of a college that should bear 
her husband's name, and Creighton 
college was erected in the city 
of 
Omaha and given over to the Jesuit 
order. To this endowment fund John 
A. Creighton has a<lded liberal dona­ 
tions to aid in the extension and 
equipment of the college. 


I'he next object of Mr. Creighton’s 
bounty was St. 
Joseph’s hospital, 
which was built by him at a cost of 
1250,000. When it >vas completed he 
ag^ain directed his attention to edu­ 
cation, and foun<!td the John A. 
Creighton medical < allege, in connec­ 
tion with the hospluvl. 
This modicai 
college became a part of tl>e Creigh­ 
ton univerHity. He gave largely to the 
building of St. John's church, nearby 
the college, one of the 
hand.somest 
churciics in the city. The convent of 
the Poor Clares was built by him upon 
land tliat he donated and a fund was 
set aside for the maintenance of the 
convent. 


Ills liberality toward eharity and 
education received recognition some 
year« ago by his appointment to the 
title and diHtinetion of a lioman count 
by i»ope Leo Xill. 


'riie recipient of the Laetare medal 
is sel^eted by the i>resldent and fac* 
iilty of the UniverHity of Notre Dame. 
The presentation, together with an il­ 
luminated address, is n^ade on Laetare 
Sunday. 
The oustom of giving this 
medal was establislied In 1883 for the 
purpohe of encouraging more active 
interest'^ in religious and educational 
m atters by the laity. 


Last year it '»saK awarded to Mary 
Gwendolen Cakhvell, the founder of the 
Catholic university.
